17-Day Walkout Halted; 
Pay Hike Exceeds Terms 
Signed by GM Workers 


DETROIT, May 28 (AP)— 


The 
17-day Chrysler strike 


was settled tonight for a fiat 
1 3-cent hourly wage increase. 


The 
corporation's 
75,000 


CIO United Auto Workers got two 
cents more an hour than General 
Motors 225,000 employes under an 
adjustable wage formula. 


The strike Was called May 12 


over the union's demand for a 
30-cent raise and several non- 
wage benefits. The increase will 
boost Chrysler's average hourly 
wage for production workers to 
$1.63. 


Salaried 
employes pay 
was 


boosted about nine percent, with a 
floor of $20 a month. 


UAW officials said the strike 


would be called off officially 
at 


midnight tonight.

and leader of the strike, said the 
Chrysler strike had "cracked the 
solid oppositiojn to wage increases 
in the auto industry, a position in 
which auto management was allied 
with the steel, electrical and other 
industries."

Foster declared the bill would 


create a "Fascist police state" and 
set up a "caste of political untouch- 
ables."

"IF THE MUNDT-NTXON bill 


were to pass, the Communist party 
would not perjure itself by admit- 
ting any resemblance to the mon- 
strous caricature of its nature and 
purposes drawn in this bill," he said. 
The measure w o u l d establish 


heavy fines and jail sentences *or 
trying to set up a foreign-controlled 
totalitarian dictatorship in this 
country. The Communist p a r t y 
would "be required to register an- 
nually with the Justice department 
and furnish the names and ad- 
dresses of its members. Failure to 
register, or false registration, would 
be punishable by up to five years' 
imprisonment and $5000 fine. 


Communist f r o n t s likewise 


would have to register, but they 
would not have to file member- 
ship lists. Communists would 
be barred from non-elective 
Government positions, and 
couldn't be granted passports. . 
Their propaganda would have to 
be labeled as such. 
Foster said the Communist 


party has no intention of exposing 
its members to "persecution, ostra- 
cism and blacklisting in employ- 
ment" by registering their names. 
He said that all provisions of the 
measure "are based on the premise 
that Hitler's big lie has become the 
gospel truth by which America must 
light its way.'

"That means he has to stop prac- 


tice right away," said Thomas D 
Caldwell, attorney for the Phila- 
delphia plastic surgeon. 


The court order climaxed nearly 


four years of litigation. The State 
board of medical education and li- 
censure, in 1944, cited Dr. Schire- 
son to show why his license should 
not be revoked for fraud. 


The legal battle first went to 


Dauphin county court and the State 
Supreme court on a technical poinl 
challenging the board's authority to 
revoke his license. The surgeon lost 
out in both courts. The board then 
revoked the license the past year 
and the plastic surgeon took an 
appeal once again to the lower 
court. 


Earlier this week; the Dauphin 


court upheld the board's action in 
taking away Dr. Schireson's license 
on ground that he obtained it in 
1910 through fraud and misrepre- 
sentation.

Sanatoga Ruling 
Cited as Precedent 


NOBRISTOWN. May 28—The un- 


successful appeal of the Sanatoga 
Fire company in 1946 served as a 
precedent today when Judges George 
C. Corson and William F. Danne- 
hower Jr. upheld the State Liquor 
Control board in refusing a liquor 
license to the Oaks Fire company. 


In dismissing the appeal, the
